After the reading of the 
minutes, the subject “ W hat Class of 
Horses are Best Adapted to the I* arm 
and 
How 
to 
Handle 
and 
Feed 
from Birth to Maturity , ’ was intro­ 
duced by Henry Miller.

prefaced his discussion by the remark 
that it was pretty hard to talk on a 
subject that had been so nearly dead 
for several y ears. However that might 
be, Mr. Miller’s 
testimony regard­ 
ing

question 
was 
fraught 
with many interesting and practical 
ideas. 
The subject was one 
which 
called forth an expression from every 
man present. 
Mr. Miller’s preference 
in the breed of horses is the Hackney 
and Coach horses, as they are both 
horses that will sell and that is what 
the farmer wants. 
The Hackney has 
a great deal of action, but that is what 
long price men like. 
The Coach horae 
154 hands high is more of a carriage 
than a farm horse. 
When asked if he 
would recommend a coach horse for 
farm use he replied: If they had heft 
enough. 
A coach horse is very hard 
to get. 
The prevailing opinion was 
that for a farm horse, a part Norman 
horse answered all requirements, some 
favoring the crossing of the Norman 
with the Morgan horse. 
From 1200 to 
1300 pounds was the weight argeed up­ 
on for the horse for the farm. 
In feed­ 
ing colts Mr. Miller would give oats 
and bran. If the colt is to bo sold when 
three or four y ears old feed all he can 
eat from the first. 
He would break 
colts at two y ears of age, as at that 
age they are not apt to be so vicious. 
Would halter them as soon as weaned. 
If he was the owner of a colt, mean 
and vicious, would sell or give him 
away {as soon as possible, for by the 
time they are conquered they are worn 
out. 
Another phase of the question 
considered by Mr. Miller was allowing 
a man to plow with lines around his 
body . 
This he strongly objected to. 
for with the lines in that position in 
plowing with colts, they were apt to 
have to draw the man as well a» the 
plow. 
He also considered it very dan­ 
gerous. 
Messrs. Selig, Hughes, Bry an 
Korns, Parsons, Hartwell, Judd and 
others joined in the discussion. At the 
next meeting, which will be held Ian. 
19, at Emanuel Rickard’s, Dixon, will 
occur the annual election of officers.

As you proba bly know, the 
hea vy guns in the turret« a re fired by 
electricity, the gun being discha rged 
sim ply by pressing a button. The officer 
in comma nd of the forwa rd turret on 
our ship during ra pid firing pra ctice wa ? 
just a bout to press the button to fire one 
of our big guns when a gunner's ma te 
wa s seen to gra b a t som ething on the 
w a ll of the turret a nd then fa ll in 
hea p on the floor. 
The officer pressed 
the button, hut the gun wa s not dis 
cha rged. 
When th© m a te ca me to, he 
wa s a sked w ha t ha d ha ppened, a nd he 
informed the officer tha t the breech of 
the gun ha d not been looked a nd tha t 
wha t he gra bbed a t on the w a ll wa s the 
wires form ing the electric firing circuit. 
“ W hen lie sa w tha t tin? officer wa s pre­ 
pa ring to fire the gun a nd a t the sa me 
tim e observed tha t the breech of the 
gun wa s not locked, the only thing tha t 
occurred to him to prevent the gun be­ 
ing discha rged wa s to destroy the cir­ 
cuit, w hich be did prom ptly a nd effect­ 
ively. 
When a ll this occurred, there 
wa s a cha rge of 250 pounds of powder 
in the gun, a nother cha rge of the sa me 
size in the turret rea dy to be served, a nd 
the pa ssa gewa y lea ding to the powder 
m a ga zine wa s wide open. 
But for the 
quickness of the gunner’s ma te the gun 
would ha ve been blown out inside the 
turret, the ga ses from the burning pow ­ 
der would proba bly ha ve ignited the 
cha rge lying in the turret, this explo­ 
sion would ha ve ignited the powder in 
the m a ga zine, a nd the cha nces a re tha t 
the w hole ship, crew a nd a ll, would 
ha ve gone up in the a ir. A thought tha t 
ha s occurred to me is th is: Suppose the 
a ccident ha d occurred, w ha t do you 
im a gine the verdict of a boa rd of in­ 
quiry a s to the ca use of the loss ol' the 
ship would ha ve been? Since his experi­ 
ence the depa rtment ha s a dopted elec­ 
trica l mea ns to prevent the discha rge of 
a ny of the la rge guns until th** breech 
is locked."— Sa n Fra ncisco Chronicle.

ming. a nd then jum p out into the bed­ 
room slippers. 
It need not ta ke more 
tha n a moment.
